His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the Assembly 
and took his seat on the Throne: 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It is with pleasure that I welcome you to the Fifth Session 
of the Seventh Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


I note with deep regret the loss suffered by the Legislature 
and the Province through the sudden death of Mr. C. L. Gibbs. 
His zeal and sincerity in the discharge of his public duties, to- 
gether with his marked ability and kindly personality, won for 
him high public esteem. 


This year the British Empire will celebrate the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the accession to the Throne of His Majesty King 
George the Fifth. Alberta will join with the other provinces of 
Canada in the celebration of this happy event, expressing affection 
for His Majesty and his gracious Consort, and demonstrating in 
a suitable manner the abiding loyalty of our people to the Throne. 


It is a matter of satisfaction that some improvement in gen- 
eral conditions has taken place during the past year. Except in 
certain drought afflicted areas, average crops were harvested 
throughout the Province, and basic commodity prices increased. 
This betterment in conditions affords ground for the hope that 
a return to more normal times has commenced, and also offers 
fresh encouragement to our people in their efforts to meet the 
problems and difficulties with which they are still confronted. 
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Notwithstanding the improvement which has taken place, 
economic conditions are still far from satisfactory: agriculture 
is labouring under a burden of debt incurred in more prosperous 
times, much of which, on account of the low price of farm 
products, cannot be paid in full. The protection afforded by the 
Provincial Debt Adjustment Act has enabled the farmer in 
straitened circumstances to hold and operate his land during the 
years of depression, but in the meantime interest has so accumu- 
lated that his burden of debt is greater than he can carry. 
Realizing the necessity of further relief, and in view of the 
limitations of its own jurisdiction, my Government has for some 
years urged the Government of Canada to enact legislation 
providing for the compulsory writing down of farmers” debts as 
essential to the rehabilitation of the farming industry. My Gov- 
ernment therefore welcomes The Farmers’ Creditors Arrange- 
ment Act passed at the last Session of the Parliament of Canada, 
and proposes, in every possible way, to assist our farmers ‘» 
securing the full benefits of this Legislation. 


The prevailing high rates of interest, and the consec.. 
effect upon agriculture and industry alike are matters of gru.e 
and general concern. A resolution will be submitted to you for 
your consideration urging upon the Government of Canada the 
necessity for such legislative action as may be requisite for the 
purpose of effecting a general reduction in the rate of interest 
payable in respect of all loans or credits of every kind. 


The problem of the drought afflicted areas is receiving the 
earnest consideration of my Government; and in concert with the 
Governments of the Provinces of Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
which have problems of a like nature, efforts are being made to 
devise measures calculated to lessen damage by drought, where 
that is possible, and to bring about the profitable use of lands 
too dry for successful cultivation. The Government of Canada 
has recognized the problem as one of national concern. and has 
indicated its willingness to co-operate with the Provinces in its 
solution. 


Pursuant to the agreement entered into between the Govern- 
ment of Canada and the Government of Alberta with respect to 
the transfer of the Natural Resources, a Royal Commission was 
appointed to determine what additional compensation, if any, 
was payable to this Province, in order to place it in a position 
of equality with the other provinces of the Dominion as from 
the time of its entrance into Confederation in 1905. It is expected 
that this Commission will report to the Dominion Government 
at an early date. The report and any proposals based thereon 
will be duly submitted to you. 


A Royal Commission has been appointed to inquire concern- 
ing the health, education and general welfare of the half-breed 
population of the Province, and has commenced its work. 


During the past year the Board appointed by my Government 
has made an extensive inquiry into the problem of taxation, 
including that of municipalities and school districts, holding 
sittings at various points in the Province. A large amount of 
information has been gathered and many valuable suggestions

have been received from various public bodies, and also from in- 
dividuals. The evidence thus secured indicates the necessity for 
further intensive study. The Board will therefore continue its 
investigation in order that the fullest data may be available for 
the guidance of my Government in seeking to bring about a more 
equitable distribution of the burden of taxation. In the meantime 
an interim report will be presented for your information. 


In the field of education it is gratifying to note that, notwith- 
standing the stress of the times, during the year that is past 
new records were established. A larger percentage of schools 
than ever before operated for at least one hundred and sixty days. 
There was a greater regularity of attendance, and the number of 
pupils in the high school grades bore a higher ratio to the total 
enrolment than in any previous year in the history of the 
Province. The average period of operation, which was one hun- 
dred and ninety-two and a half days, was slightly longer than 
in the preceding year and has only twice been exceeded. 


Pursuant to a resolution of the Legislature to that effect, a 
representative Committee of the Assembly was appointed to make 
a survey of rural education. The Committee has completed its 
investigation, and its report will be presented to the Assembly in 
due course. 


The school curriculum has again been under review. The aim 
of the revision is to lighten the course by eliminating material 
of lesser value, and to modernize and enrich it by the introduction 
of new material of cultural or practical value in the world of 
today, keeping uppermost in mind the needs of that great body 
of students whose education ends with the secondary school. 


The legislation of the Parliament of Canada making provision 
for the marketing of primary products is of vital concern to all 
our people, whether primary producers or not, and it is a matter 
of common interest that my Government should provide such 
assistance as may be necessary to enable producers to take 
advantage of that legislation to the fullest possible extent. That 
assistance has been furnished through the Department of Agri- 
culture during the past year and schemes have been formulated 
by the producers for the marketing of poultry and of live stock 
which upon being approved by them will become effective in the 
near future. 


The Alberta Women’s Bureau has continued to render useful 
service, and it is gratifying to know that these services have 
been generally appreciated especially in the outlying districts of 
the Province. 


Recognizing the necessity for taking measures to expedite 
and simplify legal procedure and to reduce the costs of litigation 
to the end that the services of the judiciary and of the legal pro- 
fession may be more generally available in the settlement of 
differences, it is the intention of my Government to proceed with 
a revision of the rules of court. 


You will be called upon during the Session to consider a 
number of bills including an Act for the Establishment of the 
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Office of Public Trustee, and a Contributory Negligence Act. 
There will also be amending Acts dealing with Debt Adjustment, 
Consolidation of Local Tax Arrears and other matters of im- 
portance. 


A special report on the Telephone Department will be pre- 
sented to you in response to a resolution of this Assembly last 
Session, and measures designed to give effect to certain of the 
recommendations made therein will be submitted for your con- 
sideration. Since the last Session, the Department has proceeded 
to organize Rural Mutual Telephone Companies, and has entered 
into agreements under which these Companies will take over and 
operate certain rural portions of the system. 


The Department of Trades and Industry provided for by legis- 
lation passed at the last Session has been established, and surveys 
are being conducted preliminary to the formulation of policies 
designed to further the industrial and commercial development 
of the Province, and to prevent unfair practices. 


The improvement in general conditions during the year has 
been reflected in a decrease in the number of unemployed persons 
in the Province. My Government believes that the problem of 
unemployment can only be solved by action on a national scale, 
and is urging upon the Dominion Government the necessity of 
extending its programme for the re-absorption of the unemployed 
in gainful employment. Meanwhile, in co-operation with the 
federal and municipal authorities, provision continues to be made 
for the necessities of those of our people who have been deprived 
of the means of livelihood through lack of employment. Assist- 
ance will also be given needy settlers in new homestead areas in 
bringing under cultivation a limited amount of land. 


Certain measures recommended by the Committee on Health 
Insurance have been put into effect, and you will be asked to 
consider to what extent other recommendations of the Committee 
should be adopted. 


Throughout the year the general health of our people has 
been good, and the year ranks as one of the most satisfactory, 
in that respect, in the history of the Province. Provincial health 
services have been maintained at as high a level of efficiency as 
was possible with the funds available for this purpose. 


The road system of the Province has been developed to the 
stage at which the completion of the Main Arterial Highways 
may be looked for in the not too distant future. With this con- 
dition approaching my Government will turn its attention more 
particularly to the development of secondary and market roads 
so as to provide better facilities for the marketing of produce and 
for local communication. 


The Annual Reports of the various Departments of the Gov- 
ernment will be submitted to the Assembly in due course. 


The Public Accounts of the last fiscal year will be submitted 
for your consideration. You will also be asked to consider the 
estimates for the coming year, which have been prepared with a 
view to the strictest economy consistent with the efficiency of 
the government service. 
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I leave you now to the business of the Session with full con- 
fidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and respon- 
sibilities in the best interests of the general welfare of the Prov- 
ince and I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless your 
work.

Moved by Mr. Conner, seconded by Mr. Bailey: 


“That an humble address be presented to His Honour the 
Lieutenant Governor of Alberta, as follows: 


“To HIS HONOUR WILLIAM LEGH WALSH, 
“Tieutenant Governor of the Province of Alberta: 

“We, His Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects, the 
Legislative Assembly, now assembled, beg leave to thank Your 
Honour for the gracious speech Your Honour has addressed 
COmU Sed 


The debate continued. 
To which the following amendment has been proposed: 


Moved by Mr. Howson, seconded by Mr. Dechene, That the 
Motion be amended by adding thereto the following words: 
“but this Assembly is of the opinion that the policy of the Gov- 
ernment should be: 

“1. AS REGARDS AGRICULTURE—To energetically assist Agri- 
culture by a reorganization of that department along lines to give 
definite and efficient leadership in all branches of farming, and 
particularly: (a) By obtaining markets for farm produce; (b) 
by fighting for reductions in freight rates; (c) by changing the 
regulations affecting grazing and hay leases to make them ad- 
vantageous to the live stock producer, and to further assist him 
by broadening the live stock markets by fighting for a reduction 
of tariffs and for advantageous trade agreements relating to the 
live stock market, especially in Great Britain and the United 
States, and by legislation to regulate the packers competing with 
the producer and farmer in the feeding and finishing branch of 
the business; (d) by a complete reorganization of the policy 
affecting the irrigation projects in order that the settler may 
have an assurance of building up a future home, and to encourage 
the development of the sugar-beet industry and all other special 
lines of agriculture which can advantageously be pursued on 
irrigated lands; (e) by an energetic policy for the eradication of 
noxious weeds; (f) by a definite and aggressive policy towards 
remedying the conditions in those parts of Alberta where water 
supplies are limited or likely to become limited, by taking im- 
mediate steps to conserve and distribute the water resources 
therein, by preservation of forests and afforestation, the storage 
of flood waters, the return of water into natural water courses, 
and natural reservoirs and such other methods as may be neces- 
sary or calculated to resist drought encroachment; (g) by work- 
ing for a revision of the system of the grading of grain whereby 
the producer shall be paid on the basis of use-content, and in- 
vestigating grain price spreads; (h) by a complete reorganiza- 
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tion of the department in order to direct its efforts to meet the 
needs of present-day agriculture and to eliminate the waste of 
money due to the overlapping of the experimental work carried 
on by the Dominion and the Province; (7) by amending the 
Homestead laws to definitely assist the new settler in securing a 
home for himself and his family, and particularly to relieve the 
burden placed upon the homesteader in the bush country, and also 
by amending the laws affecting taxation of homesteads; (7) by 
Special attention to the improvement of market and local roads; 
(k) by dealing effectively with the adjustment of excessive debts 
both as to principal and interest; (1) by a complete revision of 
the present system of taxation; (m) by greater assistance to 
rural education; (7) by the steady development of proper health 
services; (0) by development of communication with the new 
settlements; (p) by regular conferences with Alberta agricultur- 
ists dealing specifically with their problems; (q) by a thorough 
investigation into the cost of gasoline, oil, farm machinery and 
other necessities for farming operations; (7) by an energetic 
policy to obtain working capital for agriculturists at reduced 
rates of interest. 


“2. AS REGARDS THE TAXPAYERS—(a) To relieve the taxpay- 
ers by reducing the annual cost of Government by a complete 
reorganization of every department of the Government in order 
to increase efficiency and to eliminate the tremendous waste and 
unnecessary expenditures which exist at the present time; (b) 
to reduce taxation by a substantial reduction in the interest paid 
on the bonded indebtedness of the Province; (c) to relieve the 
taxpayer by stopping the annual increase of the interest debt by 
administering the affairs of the Province so that we spend less 
annually than we collect; (d) to relieve the taxpayer and assist 
the municipalities and school districts by (1) a proper division 
of the revenues collected by the Provincial Government as be- 
tween the Province, the Municipalities and the School Districts, 
in order that the proceeds of taxation may be fairly distributed; 
(ii) a complete revision of all sources of taxation in order that 
the taxes may be reduced and made to apply more fairly on all 
people; (e) to relieve the taxpayer by decreasing the interest- 
bearing debt of the Province by applying the net capital revenue 
derived from the Natural Resources and all other net capital 
revenue to the reduction of the public debt; (f) until such time 
as our system of public financing is changed, to relieve the tax- 
payers by providing that all future bond issues of the Province 
of over five years maturity shall be callable so as to enable the 
Province to refund such bonds at lower rates of interest; (g) by 
providing that a proper sinking fund shall be maintained. 

“3. AS REGARDS THE PROTECTION OF ALL HOMES—That during 
the continuance of this depression no home shall be lost by reason 
of the owner’s inability to pay debts or taxes. 

“4. AS REGARDS UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF—Unemployment 
Relief must be afforded to all who are entitled to it. While it is 
properly a Federal responsibility and the Province and Munici- 
palities ought to be relieved of| the liability, yet until this re- 
sponsibility is assumed by the Federal Government the Alberta 
system of administration should be reorganized on the following 
basis::(1) In all cases relief should be fair and adequate to those 
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requiring it; (2) a work program, instead of a dole system, 
should be inaugurated for those able to work, but who, through 
no fault of their own, are unable to find employment, and a dollar 
should be paid for every dollar’s worth of work rendered and 
received. 

“5. AS REGARDS EX-SERVICE MEN AND THEIR DEPENDENTS— 
(a) To definitely work to the end that no returned soldier and 
no dependent of a soldier may be handicapped by reason of the 
service which was rendered by such soldier; (b) to actively fight 
for the betterment of the condition of the ex-servicemen and the 
dependents of ex-servicemen, and particularly to work to the 
end that the contents of the resolution set out on page 269 of the 
Journals of the Legislature, 1934, be fully implemented. 

“6. AS REGARDS INDUSTRY AND LABOR—To convert the pres- 
ent Department of Trade and Industry into the Department of 
Industry and Labour in order to harmoniously and with fairness 
work out the problems of each, and particularly (a) to encourage 
all existing and new industries and to develop our Natural Re- 
sources for the benefit of the people and not for monopolies; (b) 
to assist in finding and establishing markets for the products of 
all Alberta industries; (c) to deal with freight rates and trans- 
portation; (d) to investigate the excessive cost of gasoline, oil, 
farm machinery and other goods and commodities; (e) to revise 
The Workmen’s Compensation Act to insure the injured workman 
his just claims; (f) to deal with the whole question of Employ- 
ment, Unemployment Relief, Unemployment Insurance and kin- 
dred matters relating to industry and labour; (g) to see that no 
man, woman or child in Alberta shall want for food, clothing 
or shelter. . 

“7, AS REGARDS PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE—(a) For Children. 
Public health service being as important to the young as is educa- 
tion because without reasonable health the other things of life 
count but little, the cost of health service to youth should be 
viewed in the same light as the cost of education. It is definitely a 
public obligation; (b) better health educational facilities and a 
general improvement of living conditions ought to be provided, 
having primarily in view the welfare of the children; (c) For all 
persons. Proper medical attention being imperative to the people 
of the Province and yet to a large percentage of the people medical 
services are not now available, the Government should subsidize 
sufficient medical practitioners and should also provide sufficient 
district nurses to attend to the needs of those people living in 
. those areas where medical services are needed and are not now 
available; (d) Health Insurance. An adequate and feasible scheme 
of Health Insurance covering the fields of hospitalization, medical, 
dental and nursing should be worked out and applied in the 
Province. 

“8. AS REGARDS EDUCATION—As it is universally recognized 
that enlightened citizenship is the basis of the proper enjoyment 
and utilization of all things both intellectual and material as well 
as the successful participation in the affairs of Government, the 
policy should be to give equal opportunity in Education to all 
children, and this should be brought about by the Government, 
(a) by more adequate grants to school districts; (b) by proper 
supervision of our schools in order to increase efficiency; (c) by 
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a reasonable form of contract to meet the requirements of the 
teachers and school trustees in order to eliminate the dissatisfac- 
tion which now exists, and to make the teaching profession suffi- 
ciently attractive to enlist the services of the most capable women 
and men; (d) By a more uniform public school and high school 
curricula as between the western provinces without in any way 
limiting the number of optional courses within the provincial 
systems, so that unnecessary loss of time, repetition of work and 
the purchase of new text books now entailed in the transfer of a 
student from one provincial system to another may be eliminated ; 
(e) By a thorough investigation of public school and high school 
curricula and their relationships to the child, greater emphasis 
being placed on the necessity of building the curricula to suit the 
child rather than the moulding of the child to the curricula; (f) 
By greater emphasis being placed on Agricultural, Physical, Pre- 
vocational and Technical Education. 


“9. AS REGARDS ALBERTA TELEPHONES—In view of the fact 
that the Public Accounts disclose an alarming situation in the capi- 
tal structure and operation of the Alberta Government Telephones, 
and these Public Accounts do not correctly show the value of the 
said system, and telephone service must be maintained in the 
rural parts of the Province, there should be a complete investi- 
gation into and appraisal of the telephone system, in order to pre- 
serve and maintain the service for the benefit of the people. 


“10. AS REGARDS PROVINCIAL FINANCES—(a) As it is gen- 
erally known that there have been enormous losses sustained in 
the co-operative credit societies, in the Telephones, in the Irriga- 
tion projects and other departments, which are not properly 
disclosed in the Public Accounts of the Province and it is quite 
evident that large sums of money have year after year been 
charged to Capital Account which should have been included in 
Income Account, and the Public Accounts do not accurately show 
the taxpayers the true financial position of the Province, a full 
and complete investigation should be made into the financial 
affairs of the Province in order that a new start may be made on 
a basis that will give a hope to the future of this Province. (b) 
That this Government should request the Federal Government to 
provide financial assistance and credit to Alberta, either directly 
through the Bank of Canada or a corporation subsidiary thereto 
for the purpose of refunding the present debts at a lower rate of 
interest, and to provide credit for necessary public works, on the 
security of the bonds of this Province guaranteed by the Federal 
Government, and that such provincial bonds should be accepted at 
par and at a rate of interest sufficient only to cover the bare cost 
of operation plus a reasonable per cent to build up a safe reserve. 

“11. As To MONETARY REFORM—That for the purpose of rais- 
ing the standard of living of the people and of advancing the 
economic security of the social system this Province advocates a 
publicly owned national central bank which will, under the con- 
trol of the Government of Canada, issue national currency and 
eredit and manage the monetary system in terms of public need, 
on the principle that credit is a public matter of direct concern to 
every citizen, and that such a bank is necessary to determine the 
supply of currency in relation to the domestic, social and in- 
dustrial requirements of the people and also to deal with the 
problems of international commerce and exchange. 
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“12. AS TO SOCIAL CREDIT—To employ three of the most 
expert Social Credit Advocates to carry on a full and complete 
investigation into the proposed schemes of Social Credit and to 
evolve and submit a plan of Social Credit for the Province, and 
submit it to the Legislature for its consideration.” 


Mr. McCool, Honourable Member for Cochrane, on a point 
of Order asked Mr. Speaker to give his ruling as to whether the 
amendment was in order. 


A debate on the point of order followed. 


Mr. Speaker ruled that the amendment anticipated in many 
features motions of which notice had been properly given accord- 
ing to the rules and therefore he ruled it out of order. 


Mr. Giroux, Honourable Member for Grouard, appealed the 
decision of Mr. Speaker and a division was called for, on Mr. 
Speaker’s ruling, as follows:

In the past and present plan of the administration of direct 
relief to Local Improvement Districts such units are charged with 
a proportion of the relief issued. 


Q. 1. What is the proportionate share chargeable to such units 
and under what authority? 
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Municipalities requesting assistance from the major Gov- 
ernments for unemployment relief were assisted to the 
extent of 334% by the Federal Government and 334% 
by the Province until July, 1934, when the Federal Govern- 
ment reduced their proportion of reimbursement to 25%. 
From August until the end of the present fiscal year their 
contribution by lump sum for “grant-in-aid’” has been 
based on 25% contribution. Improvement districts are 
administered by the Minister of Municipal Affairs, and 
the responsibility of relief is a municipal one, and contri- 
butions by the major governments are contr ibuted tOrat 
their pleasure. 


Does this amount constitute a direct liability from the 
unit to the Government? If so, to what Department? 


In unorganized districts the Province has arranged to 
finance the full amount of relief. The portion not paid by 
the major governments’ contribution remains a charge 
against the municipality, and when. recovered will be re- 
mitted to the Department of Municipal Affairs for dis- 
position. 


Where work or services have been performed by the relief 
recipient in payment of the relief issued, has the unit been 
credited with the value of such work or service? If so, 
what proportion? 

Municipalities receive the full benefit of relief work done 
by those receiving unemployment relief, i.e., the municipal, 
provincial and federal governments’ contributions. The 
only cost to the Municipalities being their municipal con- 
tribution. 


If credits are not issued, please explain. 


No credit or charge for unemployment relief work is made 
against a municipal unit. A municipal district or improve- 
ment district receives the benefit of the gross relief issued 
to the full extent of work they receive in return. In im- 
provement districts administered by the government, we 
endeavour to supervise and obtain work in return for 
relief as far as possible, but no charge is made by the 
Province against the district for work or supervision.

large number of these settlers who came from the Dry Areas of 
the Province with very little or without any funds available at 
all; and 

“Because remunerative labour of any kind is not now avail- 
able for that class of people struggling to establish a home; and 

“Because the failure of the Government to devote any part 
of the millions of dollars of monies collected from the people of 
the Province to the construction of local roads and the improve- 
ment of trails in the homestead areas, thereby compelling the 
settlers to live and operate under extremely adverse conditions 
has rendered their situation practically hopeless; and 

“Because it is generally recognized that a large number of 
the unemployed can only be re-absorbed into useful, self-sustain- 
ing occupation by being placed on the land under proper regula- 
tions and assistance; and 
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‘““Because the Government has entirely neglected the ordinary 
assistance which should obtain in any policy of land settlement; 
and 

“Because a large number of the settlers who have been en- 
couraged to settle in our homestead areas, particularly from the 
Dry Areas of this Province, under existing conditions, were 
unable to make a living and immediately became a charge on the 
Province and on the Country for Direct Relief, a condition which 
they abhor, and which destroys their morale; and 


“Because the failure of the Government to evolve and put 
into operation such a plan of settlement, and of help and assist- 
ance to the settler during the last few years has been responsible 
for want, misery and suffering by these homesteaders, their wives 
and children; therefore be it 


“Resolved, That in the opinion of this Assembly the home- 
stead laws and regulations thereunder should be so amended as 
to provide for the working out of all taxes assessed against the 
land, except School taxes, for at least the first five years of occu- 
pation; that the portion of the filing fee to be paid in cash should 
be of an amount sufficient only to meet the cost of administration, 
the balance of the amount so charged or assessed to be met before 
patent is issued may be spent in roadwork in the locality; that 
the homesteader should be assisted by being provided labour in 
the construction of roads, bridges and other improvements in 
these areas where homestead and settlement has obtained, and 
in the areas where it will obtain in the future; and that the 
Government should have a definite contributory plan to assist the 
settler in developing and in remaining on the land’.

1. Application rejected for failing to comply with the pro- 

visions of The Insurance Act. 


Was any further application made by T. B. Redding for 
permission to organize the company under any other name? 
2. Yes, but on examination by the Superintendent it was 
found that with the exception of the change of name pro- 
posed, the methods of operation still did not comply with 
the provisions of The Insurance Act and application was 
again refused. 


3. How did the Alco Mutual Hail Insurance Company become 
incorporated? 

3. By Special Act of the Legislature, Chapter 76, 1934, 
assented to April 16, 1934. 


4. Did the Act of Incorporation exempt the company from . 
any provisions of the Alberta Insurance Act? 


Yes. See Section 4 of The Act of Incorporation. 


5. Did the Act of Incorporation require the company to be- 
come licensed, and under what condition? 


5. Yes. See Sections 5 and 6, The Act of Incorporation. 


6. Was the Company ever licensed, and if not, why? 

6. No application was received by the Superintendent of 
Insurance on behalf of the Alco Mutual Hail Insurance 
Company for license. 


Did the Alco Mutual undertake Insurance without being 
licensed, and if so, when did the Superintendent receive 
information to this effect? 

A. 7. On or about July 10, 1934, inquiries were made at the 
office of the Superintendent as to whether or not this 
company was licensed, and on receiving the information 
investigation was immediately instituted, and on inspec- 
tion of the company it was found that policies had been 
issued and collection of premiums and notes had been 
undertaken, and that irregularities had already taken 
place with the finances of the company. Every means 
available was taken to safeguard the interests of the policy- 
holders notwithstanding that all contracts issued by the 
company were illegal and of no force and effect. 


Q. 8. Was any official, or officials, of the Aleo Mutual prosecuted 
by the Superintendent for violation of The Alberta Insur- 
ance Act? . 
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Yes, T. B. Redding, Manager, was prosecuted and convicted 
of undertaking insurance on behalf of an unlicensed in- 
surer, and fined $200.00 and costs. 


What action was taken to assist policyholders to recover 
their money unlawfully obtained? 


By voluntary agreement at a regularly constituted meeting 
of the directors, permission was given in writing to return 
all cash, cheques, certificates of deposit and notes to the 
policyholders, which policy was followed out at the earliest 
possible moment. 


Did the company cease writing the business of hail in- 
surance? 


Yes, on instructions of the Superintendent of Insurance. 


What hope, if any, have the policyholders to recover any 
loss sustained under these contracts? 


The only hope would be individual action by the policy- 
holder against the directors of the Company or its agents, 
jointly or severally. 


Were any losses sustained under any of the policies issued ? 
If so, how many and what amounts? 


Yes, 14 losses reported. Total amounts not available, but 
from information gathered should not exceed the sum of 
$10,000.00. 


Were the policyholders ever notified that they were not 
insured ? 

Yes. Immediately an inspection of the company was 
undertaken, every policyholder that could be reached was 
notified by telephone by the Superintendent of Insurance, 
and also in writing, that the policyholder was not covered 
as the policy issued on behalf of the Aleo Mutual was 
illegal and strongly urged and advised all policyholders 
to immediately reinsure. Also, all the agents who wrote 
the business in the first instance were ordered to see that 
the policyholders, if they so wished, could reinsure in com- 
panies duly licensed. This course was taken with a view 
of keeping to a minimum any losses that might be sus- 
tained under these illegal contracts.

“Considering the plight of the people of this Province it is 
the opinion of the Legislature that legislation should be enacted 
at this Session to provide: 


“1. That there be a refunding of the public debts on behalf of the 
Province, the Municipalities and School Districts covering 
the following: 

““(a) The Capital debt outstanding and covered by outstand- 
ing debentures; 


“(b) any capital debts owing to any financial institution and 
covered by unsold debentures; 

“(c) any amount necessary to be capitalized to restore the 
adverse cash position of each body; 

“2. That all outstanding indebtedness as above of the Province 
and of the Municipalities and School Districts of Alberta 
shall have a clause by statute imported into them making 
such indebtedness callable upon ninety days’ notice; 

“3. That this Legislature shall also enact the necessary legisla- 
tion. providing that pending any arrangement for refunding 
of the public indebtedness referred to above, it shall be legal 
to pay maturing interest at the rate of 3% upon same, not- 
withstanding any other rate specified’’. 


The debate continued. 


Mr. Ross moved as an amendment to the amendment, seconded 
by Mr. Montgomery: 


That the said amendment be amended by striking out all the 
words after the word “Whereas’”’ in the first line thereof and 
substituting therefor the following: 
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“That in the opinion of this Assembly:

“4. That the said Bank or Corporation should accept these bonds 
at par and the rates of interest charged should cover the bare 
cost of operation plus a reasonable per cent to build up a 
safe reserve; 


“5. That immediate steps be taken to refund the present debts 
of the Province at lower rates of interest, and that the pres- 
ent holders of these bonds be offered the bonds of the said 
Corporation guaranteed by the Dominion Government, and 
bearing a low rate of interest, and if not accepted, the said 
holders should be paid off in cash”’.

A. 1. Yes, J. F. Anderson, Jr., from March 31st, 1930, to De- 
cember 8th, 1931. 


Q. 2. During his employment as Secretary was he at any time 
or in any way implicated in or a party to any violation of 
the provisions of the Act, especially in the matter of secur- 
ing loans for Members of the Society or for any other 
cause? If so, give full particulars in each case with the 
reasons why prosecutions were not instituted. 


A. 2. Yes. In conjunction with one, G. K. Watt, who applied for 

and received a loan of $360.00 for his own farming opera- 
tions but improperly used the proceeds to re-loan to An- 
derson. The infraction was discovered a considerable time 
after the loan was granted and as it was for a moderate 
amount and it might have been impossible to prove intent 
to defraud, prosecution was considered inadvisable. 
In 1931 it was reported by the Society that Anderson had 
misappropriated certain monies paid by the members to 
the Society. An investigation was made and restitution 
made of the amounts which directly affected the liability 
of the Government under its guarantee. Neither the direct- 
ors nor the members were desirous of prosecuting Ander- 
son, and no action was taken by the Government.

Whereas daily quotations appearing in the press show that 
there is a larger spread between the several grades of wheat at 
local points in the Province of Alberta as compared with the 
spread between the same grades at Winnipeg; and 

Whereas there is much dissatisfaction in the matter of the 
grading of wheat at local points due to the fact that it would 
appear that wheat grading No. 2 in a certain year may be graded 
5 or 4 in another year; and 
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Whereas the Government of Alberta is expending a large 
amount of money every year in order to maintain the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture which does not appear to have taken any 
interest in this matter at all or to have been of any assistance to 
the farmers in demanding a correction of these abuses; there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, That this Assembly is of the opinion that the neces- 
sary powers should be given to the Grain Commission to investi- 
gate and look into all the records of the Grain Dealers Associa- 
tions in connection with their methods and regulations pertain- 
ing to the fixing and maintaining of grain prices and the spreads 
thereof by members of their associations; and that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture of this Province should lend the support and 
authority of this Government to the correction of these abuses.

That they have received and considered lengthy statements 
from the Town of Beverly and from the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners covering the entire period during which the 
affairs of the Town have been administered by the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners. 


The Sub-Committee find that it would be impossible for them 
to pass a considered judgment on many of the matters which 
have been dealt with in the statements submitted to them with- 
out holding several further sittings of the Committee and calling 
a number of witnesses, but on the one vital question that is being 
raised by the Town of Beverly, namely: the way in which the 
coal mine is being operated at present the Sub-Committee make 
the following recommendation: 

That an investigation be conducted into the operations of 
the Beverly mine by Mr. R. H. Watson, and that Mr. Watson 
be accompanied in his examination of the mine by a repre- 
sentative of the Town of Beverly, a representative of the 
Beverly Coal Company, Ltd., and a surveyor. 

The Sub-Committee also recommend that the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners should base its future actions in respect 
to the dispute between the Town of Beverly and the Beverly 
Coal Company, Ltd., on the report submitted by Mr. Watson.

Mr. Claypool, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Agri- 


culture, Colonization, Immigration and Education, presented the 
following report: 
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That with respect to settlers under the Relief Settlement Plan, 
your Committee heard the evidence of six settlers under this plan. 
It would appear that the plan has proven reasonably successful, 
and should be encouraged. We make the following suggestions: 


1. That the greatest possible care be taken in the selection 
of applicants. 

2. That settlement be permitted only on land which offers a 
reasonable opportunity for successful operation and as far 
as possible that settlers be located in districts where they 
will have an opportunity of supplementing their farm 
revenue by seasonable employment. 

That as much supervision as possible be provided for 
settlers until they are well established. 


4. In cases of abandonment of farms by settlers that the 
Municipalities from which they came be required to accept 
their responsibility for relief of such settlers. 

5. In cases where the Director of the Relief Settlement Policy 
decides that a settler has no prospect of succeeding under 
the plan, he shall refer the matter to the Municipality and 
in the event of there being no agreement, the matter shall 
be referred to the Advisory Board whose decision will be 
final. In cases where the decision of the Director is sus- 
tained by the Board, the Municipality from which the 
settler came shall be required to accept their responsibility 
for relief of such settler. 


Your Committee heard a number of cases where the applicant 
for relief desired to reside in a Municipality other than the one 
in which he had the proper residence qualifications. We recom- 
mend that in such cases the Relief Commissioner be authorized 
to grant emergent relief when considered necessary, and until 
such time as the residence of the applicant is established, and 
direction is received from the Municipality responsible.

Whereas this park has been in the past an overgrazed range 
for cattle and horses, and latterly a grazing area for cattle and 
horses on a stock head tax basis; and 


Whereas the overgrazing of this park has driven the antelope 
from this area, on to the lands of the adjoining ranchers, and 
farmers, to the great injury of their grazing grounds, and the 
damage of their hay and grain crops; and 

Whereas there are at the present time no vacant crown lands 
available outside of the park, all lands either being patented or 
under grazing lease; and 


Whereas in all this period no work has been done in the way 
of fencing, to keep the antelope on this reserve or the cattle and 
horses off, and no conservation of the grazing has been under- 
taken in order to provide good grazing grounds for the antelope; 
and 


Whereas in Section 14 under the heading of National Parks, 
in an Act respecting the Transfer of the Natural Resources of 
Alberta, the Parliament of Canada has the power to declare such 
lands as being no longer required for park purposes, whereupon 
they become the property of the Province of Alberta; be it there- 
fore 


Resolved, That this Legislature should request the Dominion 
Government to immediately take the necessary steps for the 
proper fencing of this park, in a way sufficiently adequate to keep 
antelope safely within its confines, and if unable or unwilling to 
grant this request, to at once restore the lands within the park 
to the Province of Alberta.

through excessive direct taxation of the land and of the home in

Whereas this excessive direct taxation of land and of homes 
without regard to the ability of the owners to pay, has resulted 
in the loss of homes in a great many cases and will continue to 
jeopardize the homes of the people; and 

Whereas the Commission on Taxation appointed by the Gov- 
ernment in 1934 has not yet made a report, and the Government 
has announced that their final reeommendations will not be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature until some future date, although the 
question is one of great urgency; therefore be it 
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Resolved, That this Assembly is of the opinion that immediate 
steps should be taken to effect the radical changes required in 
our system of taxation in order to save the homes of Alberta 
from confiscation through taxation.

The closing 
of this Mine will also create great hardships on hundreds of 
miners who will be thrown out of work and be compelled to get 
relief at the expense of the taxpayers of the Province and of the

Whereas, it is desirable that steps should be taken to prevent 
similar occurrences in the future by having proper safeguards 
against waste of Natural Resources inserted in every lease or by 
other Governmental regulation; therefore be it 


Resolved, That this Assembly regrets the closing of this Mine 
before all recoverable coal has been extracted, and further that 
in future all leases permitting the exploitation of Natural Re- 
sources should contain provisions calculated to secure the ex- 
traction of all coal or other minerals that are recoverable by 
proper and efficient methods.

hensive scheme of advertising in Great Britain, Japan and cer- 
tain European countries, calculated to show the superior quality 
and value of Canadian wheat to that produced in any other part 
of the world, thereby increasing the consumption of bread and 
other wheat products, and we further suggest that with respect 
to the manufacture of flour in Great Britain, the policy calculated 
to obtain the best results should be one which would permit the 
use of all British grown wheat, the balance to be made up of 
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Canadian wheat, the product to be known as ‘Empire Flour” 
from this to be produced by the bakers what would be known as 
an “Empire Loaf” the successful development of which would 
undoubtedly tend to very materially increase the demand for 
Canadian wheat. In the carrying out of this scheme it is obvious 
that the closest co-operation and most friendly relations should 
be encouraged and maintained with the British Farmer, British 
Miller and British Importer.

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“It is further recommended that when the Committee has com- 
pleted its duties, and not later than three months hence, a Special 
Session of this Assembly be held for the purpose of receiving the 
report, and if accepted, and either plan adopted, that a Bill be 
introduced embodying the principles of the accepted plan; and 
that within a reasonable time following the close of the special 
session, an election be held. Further, if necessary to the carrying 
out of this procedure, the Legislative Assembly Act be so amended 
at this Session.”

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Legislature the Gov- 
ernment should continue to urge upon the Dominion Government 
the necessity of co-operating with and assisting Provincial Gov- 
ernments for the purpose of— 
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(a) the formulation of a comprehensive plan of refunding 
Provincial debts at low interest rates based on Federal 
Government guarantees of a substantial portion thereof ; 

(b) the provision of a plan whereby the interest rates on 
municipal and school district debts may be substantially 
reduced : 

and furthermore that, if necessary, a special session of the Legis- 
lature be called to pass enabling legislation as soon as such plans 
are formulated. 


To which the following amendment has been proposed: 


Moved by Mr. Pattinson, seconded by Mr. White: 


That the motion be amended by striking out all the words after 
the word “‘Whereas” where the same first appears and substituting 
therefor the following: 


“Considering the plight of the people of this Province it is 
the opinion of the Legislature that legislation should be enacted 
at this Session to provide: 

“1. That there be a refunding of the public debts on behalf of 
the Province, the Municipalities and School Districts cover- 
ing the following: 

“(a) The capital debt outstanding and covered by out- 
standing debentures; 

““(b) Any capital debts owing to any financial institution 
and covered by unsold debentures; 

““(c) Any amount necessary to be capitalized to restore the 
adverse cash position of each body; 

“2. That all outstanding indebtedness as above of the Province 
and of the Municipalities and School Districts of Alberta 
shall have a clause by statute imported into them making 
such indebtedness callable upon ninety days notice; 

“3. That this Legislature shall also enact the necessary legis- 
lation providing that pending any arrangement for re- 
funding of the public indebtedness referred to above, it 
shall be legal to pay maturing interest at the rate of 3% 
upon same, notwithstanding any other rate specified”’.
